To  the  Mayors,  Chairmen  and  Councillors  of  the  Constituent  Authorities 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  West  Oxfordshire 
Combined  Districts  for  1940,  which  has  been  compiled  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Circular  2314  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  on  26th  March,  1941,  and  Circular  2067  dated  19th  July,  1940. 

These  circulars  state  that  reports  are  to  be  confined  to  essential 
and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  public  health  during  the  year, 
especially  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  year  and  this  has  mainly  been  due  to  Diphtheria  carriers 
among  evacuees ;  outbreaks  of  this  character  occurred  at  Woodstock, 
Ascot-under-Wychwood,  Bruern,  Great  Rollright,  and  South  Leigh, 
and  possibly  the  outbreaks  at  Chadlington  and  Leafield  were  from 
the  same  cause. 

The  position  with  regard  to  Tuberculosis  in  the  area  is  that  during 
the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  but  as  yet 
there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  death  rate.  The  following  are  the 
figures  for  the  past  10  years  (the  Rural  District  of  Banbury  being 
included  in  the  West  Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts).

Water  Supply.  Notwithstanding  the  very  dry  period,  there  was  no 
serious  shortage  of  water  in  any  parish  during  the  year.  This  is  satis¬ 
factory  in  view  of  the  increase  of  population  caused  by  evacuation. 

Forty-six  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  public  supplies  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Oxford. 

The  supplies  of  the  following  parishes  were  reported  as  being  in 
Class  1  of  the  Ministry’s  grading  : — Chadlington,  Leafield,  Fifield, 
Steeple  Barton,  Over  Norton,  Heythrop,  Finstock  (which  also  supplies

The  following  were  in  Class  2  : — Lyneham  and  Ascott. 

At  Milton  a  sample  taken  from  a  public  standpipe  was  reported  as 
being  in  Class  3,  but  as  a  sample  taken  from  the  main  spring  was  in 
Class  1,  a  minor  spring  (with  which  there  has  been  trouble)  was  dis¬ 
connected. 

Two  samples  taken  from  Idbury  were  in  Class  4,  but  certain  work 
was  done  at  the  springs,  and  a  more  recent  sample  had  improved  to 
Class  2. 

A  sample  taken  from  Salford  was  in  Class  3,  but  certain  work  was 
carried  out  at  the  spring,  and  two  further  samples  were  in  Class  2. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  from  Charlbury,  and  five  of  them  were  in 
Grade  4.  Certain  protective  work  was  done,  and  a  further  sample 
improved  to  Class  2,  and  finally  two  samples  were  reported  in  Class  1. 
Chlorination  has  been  installed. 

Of  six  samples  taken  from  Shipton,  the  first  was  in  Class  4.  Later 
certain  work  was  done  at  the  springs,  and  after  four  Class  3  samples, 
the  sixth  was  in  Class  2.

Scarlet  Fever.  22  cases  occurred  of  whom  15  were  removed  to 
Abingdon  Isolation  Hospital  and  7  isolated  at  home.  Three  cases 
occurred  in  evacuees.  Cases  occurred  in  the  following  parishes 

Chilson  2,  Lyneham  3,  Swerford  1,  Shipton-under-Wychwood  1, 
Enstone  2,  Churchill  3,  Sarsden  4,  Chadlington  5,  Stonesfield  1. 

Of  the  22  cases  20  occurred  in  children  of  school  age. 

On  account  of  the  prevalence  of  streptococcal  infection  in  the 
villages  of  Churchill  and  Sarsden  it  was  thought  advisable  to  close 
Churchill  School. 

Diphtheria.  12  cases  were  notified  ;  all  were  removed  to  Abingdon 
Isolation  Hospital.  Cases  occurred  in  the  following  parishes  : — 
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Heythrop  1,  Chadlington  3,  Glympton  2,  Leafield  2,  Bruern  1, 
Ascot-under-Wychwood  1,  Cornwell  1,  Great  Rollright  1. 

Heythrop .  This  case  was  a  carrier  (a  young  adult)  discovered  during 
clinical  examination  for  another  condition. 

Cornwell.  Among  the  home  contacts  of  this  case  a  carrier  of  non- 
virulent  diphtheria  bacilli  was  found. 

Chadlington.  Three  cases  occurred,  one  in  a  young  adult  and  one  in 
a  school  child.  An  outbreak  of  Diphtheria  at  Chadlington  was  re¬ 
ported  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1939  ;  the  adult  case  occurred  in 
May  1940,  the  school  child  in  October  1940.  A  carrier  was  found 
among  the  home  contacts  of  the  school  child,  who  was  notified  and 
removed  to  hospital. 

The  school  contacts  were  again  swabbed,  and  a  carrier  of  the  Gravis 
type  was  found.  (An  evacuee). 

As  a  large  number  of  evacuees  had  come  to  the  village,  immunisation 
was  again  offered  to  the  school  children,  and  children  under  5. 

A  further  47  children  were  immunised  by  Dr.  A.  Q.  Wells. 

Since  that  time  no  further  cases  occurred  in  the  village. 

Leafield.  A  case  occurred  in  an  evacuee  school  child  in  August  and 
another  one  occurred  in  November  in  one  of  the  local  children.  The 
school  contains  120-130  local  children  and  27  evacuees.  Swabs  were 
taken  on  November  11th  from  160  children  and  again  on  November 
15th  from  7  of  the  staff  and  2  further  children.  22  virulent  Mitis 
carriers  were  dectcted.  The  school  was  again  visited  on  November 
20th  and  all  except  30  children,  most  of  whom  were  evacuees  for  whom 
parental  consent  could  not  be  obtained  owing  to  postal  difficulties, 
were  given  combined  active  and  passive  immunisation  with  0.1  cc. 
of  A.P.T.  and  500  units  of  refined  antitoxin.  No  further  cases 
occurred.  The  carriers  were  isolated  at  home. 

Glympton.  Two  cases  occurred  at  Glympton  Woods  ;  one,  a  girl 
attending  Charlbury  Senior  School,  died ;  the  other,  a  boy  who  attended 
Kiddington  School,  recovered.  The  boy  was  infected  with  infection  of 
the  Mitis  type  ;  but  the  nature  of  the  organism  in  the  case  of  the  girl 
was  not  determined.  In  order  to  determine  whether  there  were 
carriers  at  either  of  these  schools,  nose  and  throat  swabs  were  taken 
from  365  children  at  Charlbury  Senior  School  and  6  carriers  were  de¬ 
tected,  all  the  organisms  being  of  the  Mitis  type.  Nose  and  throat 
swabs  were  taken  from  63  children  and  staff  at  Kiddington  School  with 
the  result  that  one  Gravis  and  one  Mitis  carrier  were  detected.  The 
children  at  both  schools  received  active  immunisation  with  A.P.T. 
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Ascot-under-Wychwood.  One  case  occurred  in  an  evacuee.  Home 
and  school  contacts  were  swabbed,  and  one  carrier  of  the  Gravis 
type  (an  evacuee)  was  found. 

Bruern.  One  case  occurred  in  an  evacuee  and  a  carrier  of  the  Gravis 
type  was  found  among  the  home  contacts. 

Great  Rollright.  A  case  occurred  in  a  local  child  under  school  age  ; 
the  home  contacts  were  swabbed  and  one  carrier  (an  evacuee)  of  the 
Gravis  type  was  found.
